THE COMET. 
Zp the Editor of the  Cruna Mar.” 

: eo 4th July, 1881. 
Sin, —Tho “ feasible explanation” re- 
garding the two appearances of the Comet 
on Thursday last, quoted by ‘ Nebulosus” 
in to-day’s Daily Press, is us misléuting as 
the wonderful theory enunciated ‘in your 
Comet paragraph of the lst instant. 

The appearance of the nucleus of the 
Comet over the hills to'the North-East of 
us about three hours after its disappearance 
behind the hills to the North-west of us is 
accounted for by the obvious and exceed: 

‘ingly well-known fact of thy diurnal revo- 
lution of the ‘earth. I-imay here mention 
that some portions of the tail were visible 
throughout the” whole. night—it was only 
the head that disappeared for a time. 

I did not measure the angular distance 
of the nucleus from. the Pole Star, but I 
estimate that it was about 18°.to 20° degrees 
last Thursday night. Now; had the -hori- 
zon to the North of ns been o sea horizon, 
the Comet would not have set at all to an 
observer on this island, seeing that our 
latitude is 22° 16' North. It would simply 
have appeared to descend towards the ho- 
‘tizon till it yot to about 2° tu 4” from it 
and would then, have begun’ to rise fgain: 
It was only the ‘interruption of the hills, 
and those not’ high ones, which hid the 
nucleus from view over a portion of the arc 
below the Pole. Had + Nobulosus” eon: 
fined himself to the statement which he 
makes that Comets rise and set like other 
stars, without any allusion to fhe ‘‘mirage” 
explanation, he would haye prevented any 
possible confusion in: the minds of Tis 
Teaders, .

The need: of a Municipality, a Police 
force, volunteers, or even the presence of a 
gunboat in this out-of-the-way port was 
never more fully demonstrated than on 
Tuesday afternoon lust, when a serious riot 
or street fight occurred in the very heart of 
tho settlemcnt,.botween native tua workers,’ 
consisting of tea-packera and tea carriers or 


being killed and eight more wounded, two 
of whom are not expected to live. From such 
information as we have buen able to gloan, it 
appears that the affray originated in the fol- 
lowing manner, . . 
The Tea-packers and the Tea-carrierg of 
the various foreign ‘hongs are separnte 
uilds. The tex-packers employed by Messrs 
utterfield.and Swireinthebiew godewns 
number about 180 men, and these tea- 
‘packers haye.a sort of “‘ waiting coolie” or 
‘nan of all work” who brings their food 
for their mid-day meal. About four or five 
days ago this “ waiting coolic’’ was bringing 
the rice for the tea-packers at Messrs But- 
terfield & Swire’s godowns, and, whilo.in 
the act of entering the duor, he came into 
collision with a tea-cnrrier, and the rice 
buckets were upset and ‘their contents 


dashed upon the ground, A-war of words 
at onee ensued between these two inen, 
cwhen the tea-carrier,, being the stronger, 
man of the two, gave the -unfortunate rico- 
caitier a severe beating. This latter deed 
caused u party fecling of the two branchesof 
the tea industry, and'one party challenging 
the.other,:a scrimmage ensued-on Saturday 
afternoon last, wherein’ man: was Bu seri. 
ously hurt ds to die of his wounds the day 
after. .Qne would have thought that the 
death 6f one ian was sufficient to close the 
breach made between. the two guilds; but 
such was not to be the case, 

On Tuesday afternvon at about 3.00 p.m, 
the belligerent :paztics assembled en masse 
-on tho: property adjoining the old Hospital 
and the Customs Road, on euch side of. the 
Creek dividing the ‘property, each part; 
numbering about two hundred, armed wit! 
sticks, stones, speara and a couple of gin- 
gals. Fora long time the battle was merely 
one of words, when the tea-carriers were 
reinforced by some forty or fifty men from 
the tea-godowns of Messrs Russell & Co, 
‘The tea-packers upun seeing this addition to 
their enemy's. forces ‘turned tuil” and 
fled, being pursued. by the  tea-carriers, 
Upon arriving at the small bridge a fight 
withspoars ensued, one man receiving a 
spetir thurst in the heart, dying almost im- 
inediately, ‘another being disembowelled by 
the same weapon, dying two hours after the 
fray ; and a third party roouiving a spear 
thrust in the back, nearly severing his spitie; 
he only lingered: until -yesterday morning, 
when death put an end to his sufferings. . A‘ 
number. of the belligerents were also more 
or less wounded with spears and other wor- 
pons. Eight men are seriously woundod; 
while countless bruises and cute wero:re- 
ceived by both sides. It was only owing to.
